Must Defeat Roosevelt’s 3-Point Program of Fascism and War! 


INDUSTRY” mean, other than that workers will be forced to 
work under any conditions, no matter how miserable, and accept 
any pay, no matter how low? It will mean that the worker in 
the shops and factories, on the docks and in the warehouses, will 
be made to obey the boss in the same way a soldier is made to 
obey his superior officer—without question! Disobedience, which 
will mean any attempt to better his standard of living, will be 
treated as an act of treason and made punishable by long-term 
imprisonment, if not worse! 


Th: War Department insists on the scrapping of the NRA, 
emph-.i-ing the need for the elimination of Sect'on 7-A, not 
because the workers are really granted the right to collective 
bargaining under that act; the bitter experience of millions of 
workers who in the past year and a half learned that translated 
into capitalist government parlance “collective bargaining” means 
bayonets, bullets, tear gas and clubs, has thoroughly exposed 
the shameless hypocrisy of that high-falutin phrase. .The reason 
for the stress on the elimination of Section 7-A is that the mere 
presence of that section is an embarrassment to the capitalists 
and their government. The workers of America actuolly inter- 
preted the phrase literally, and FOUGHT for a highsr standard 
of living! .The well-known Roosevelt demagogy did not succeed 
in stemming the struggles of the workers! The capitalists of 
the country find it necessary to remove the last legal “excuse” 
the workers have for daring to oppose the government’s wage- 
slashing drive—therefore they propose to eliminate Section 7-A. 

The most cynically vicious of the three points, and closely re- 
lated to the conscription of labor, is that which aims to place the 
arbitration and settlement of all .industrial disputes entirely 
in the hands of the War Department. The fascist: picture: is 
complete: first, when workers go out on strike, they will not 
be able to embarrass the government by quoting the capitalist 
bible (the NRA); then, with all workers conscripted into mili- 
tary service on the “labor front,” the strike becomes a. violation 


ee 


of the most sanctified patriotic buncombe, and therefore an act 
of “treason against the flag;” finally not to have the workers 
suspect for one minute that they are being gyped, the War De- 
partment, with all the humanitarianism for which it noted, 
will step in and “arbitrate” 


We know what this military arbitration is! We have tasted 
it when bullets ripped holes in the bodies of our class brothers 
murdered in the California maritime and agricultural strikes! 
We have seen it coming our way in clouds of tear gas, and felt 
its justice at the point of the bayonet! 

To these feverish preparations for the fascization of the gov- 
ernment and the disarming and enslaving of the American work- 
ers, the workers are offering little resistance. This is not because 
American workers are too timid to stand up and fight stubborn- 
ly against these fascist measures. The lack of resistance is due 
to the fact that the great majority of the workers and small 
farmers have not yet awakened to their danger! And this is 
largely because the bureaucratic leadership of organizations such 
as the American Federation of Labor and political parties sup- 
posedly of working class character has restrained the member- 
ship from action! They have spread the damnable illusion that 
the government is “doing its best,” that Roosevelt has “the 
people’s intesoet. ot Dies cere a policy of “patience and good- 
will” will make all things right! :

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Mostly men, both youth and 
adult, still a few women were 
scattered among them. They 
were trained to carry on guer 
rilla warfare in territory held by 
the landlords and Kuomintang 
troops.

An. occasional strong girl with 
shingled hair and frank healthy 
face smiled ~~ from~ their ranks.

bodies, as well as the session of 
the House sub-committee on “un- 
American activities.” One reso 
lution passed was as follows: 


“National and. state legislation 
should be adopted to outlaw such 
groups and bar their propaganda 
from. the mails. All 
support or advocate such actions 
should be deported, and detention 
camps established for aliens who 
cannot be deported. 
investigate and 
prosecute such groups should be 
established within the United 
States Department of Justice, and 
laws shovld be enacted by Con- 
gress and the State Legislature 
defining treason and sedition, and 
providing proper penalties.” 


The convention also adopted a 
resolution. urging that workers 
on federal relief projects be paid 
no more than is paid by individ- 
ual employers for the same class 
of work. This, so that farmers 
employing farm” labor “dtiring” séa- 
son may get cheap ‘aber.
